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W e are lo have another inquiry into 
the teaching of English. Unfortu- 
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▼ V the teaching of English. Unfortu- 
nately all the arguments that have had a 
public preview so far are more than a little 
dog-eared. Should children be taught clause 
analysis? (Yawn). Is there a list of “great 
classics" all children should have read by 
stated ages? (Groan). At what age should a 
child of average ability be able to spot, catch 
and neatly label an adverb? (Boring!). 

So let me raise a new topic, one over 
which I have been puzzling in the last few 
weeks: vocabulary. 

English, we are constantly told, has a 
huge, rich and varied vocabulary - more so 
than any of the other main world languages. 
Without being in any way an expert in these 
matters, I assume that this is because of two 
trends in the way the language has de- 
veloped over the centuries - and is still 
developing. First, Latinate and Anglo-Sax- 
on words with the same meaning have 
tended to survive in tandem, preserving 
different nuances, rather than the one 
driving out the other. And second, there has 
been a tradition of tolerance - and rapid 
incorporation - of linguistic innovation. 
Purists may write outraged letters to The 
Times protesting about “ghnstly American- 
isms", but there is no Academie Anglaise to 
denounce them officially and drive them 
out; and so on the whole they hang around 
(an example) and eventually join the Estab- 
lishment. 

Thie to the laissez-faire development of 
English, there has never been much of a 
conscious educational policy (at least in this 
country), to enlarge schoolchildren's voca- 
bulary. These things, it is assumed, just 
happen - through exposure to the “wider 
culture", and encouragement of the habit of 
reading, discussion and debate. "Vocabul- 
ary lists" are things to be found only in the 
study of foreign languages, or, if in English, 
are symptoms of a somewhat risible desire 
for social refinement. Looking for a long or 
Latinate word when your natural choice 
would be a short Anglo-Saxon one is 
regarded as the height of pretentiousness. 

It has never occurred to me to question 
this general attitude until very recently - and 
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warning

this only as an unexpected result of a 
correspondence I have been having. 

One of the things I brought back from a 
recent visit to America was an example of 
the New York State “Regents' Exam" in 
English. This is an examination to be sat at 
the conclusion of the four years of high 
school. It is voluntary. Some schools have 
high enough reputations without it. But for 
students at schools that do not, it is a 
guarantee of a certain standard. 

I came across this document in an inner 
city high school with a poor reputation; 
creamed off by surrounding “magnet 
schools", 98 per cent black or Hispanic from 
poor neighbourhoods, the sort of school that 
ends up having to take all the young heroin 
addicts and criminal offenders when they’ve 
been released from custodial institutions. 
This school had a huge (by US standards) 
drop-out rate. But of the third of the 
age-group that stayed the course to 18, 
practically all of them had passed their 
Regents' Exam in English. 

The head of the English department was 
immensely proud of this achievement. She 
was an interesting ideological mixture: a 
union activist, strongly opposed to "track- 
ing” (streaming), but with a traditional 
approach to her subject. "Sure I teach to the 


exam. Why not? What else can I give these 
kids? Anyway it’s a good exam." 

So I took it home to see if English teachers 
here would think it was too. I sent it to one of 
the best English teachers I know. And it is 
her comments that have made me think 
about vocabulary. Here are some of them. 

“The comprehension level would appear 
to be about O level standard judging it by the 
content; words such as ‘conspicuous, 
mediocrity, recourse, prudential, diverting, 
creativity, predictable’ would probably only 
be fully understood by the top 20 per 
cent . . . 

“The questions about the definition of 
words would almost never be used in 
England any more, at least within the state 
sector I imagine; the words selected are 
invariably Latinate in origin and the exercise 
somewhat pointless; it would surely be 
better to prove that students could use 
dictionaries to check the meanings of such 
words. Many would rarely be in daily use 
among this age group or indeed their 
elders . . . 

“There is, throughout the passages, a 
strong middle-class feeling . . . Generally 
the papers have both a high reading age and 
complex sentence structures and would 
seem aimed at the upper ability range."

Its brief was to 
investigate (he use of “cohesive ties” in 
reading tests in order to trace chil- 
dren’s reading development. 

Cohesive ties are the words - often 
pronouns or adverbs-that link parts of 
sentences together to make a text 
rohefem. If children understand them, 
they are more likely to become fluent 
readers.

However, Dr Chapman continued 
the analysis of his findings atone and 
with funding from the OUT This caused 
a delay of two years and his first results 
are now due to be published by the 
Open University Press in the autumn. 

The research used three different 
age-groups: 8 to 10, 10 to 12, and 13 to

children, two-thirds from Birmingham 
and one-third from Huntingdon. All 
children in remedial groups or those 
with English as a second language were 
excluded. 

Most importantly, the children were 
tested with actual materials from their 
schools. This differs from the Assess- 
ment of Performance Unit's approach 
which is to use prepared texts that are 
judged to be the same standard as 
those used in the schools. 

Dr Chapman chose around 100 
books from those most frequently 
taken out of the library by children, or 
read to them by their teachers as well 
as those most often used by pupils in 


the secondary schools. Passages from 
the books were made into six booklets 
- two fiction and two non-fiction for 
each age group. 

Certain words were deleted in each 
passage to test the children’s under- 
standing of what they were reading.

One of the prime recruiting sources for 
teacher-trainers in colleges of educa- 
tion will dry up unless tne erosion of 


lecturers’ pay is hatted, a prominent 
educationist tins warned. 


Universities have recently tended to 
appoint deputy heads and heads from 
primary schools as tonchcr-i miners as 


part of the expansion of primary 
training. The move has proved j»pu- 
lar, because lecturers’ pay has tradi- 
tionally outstripped lhal of teachers in 
the primary sector. 

But as Professor RoLph Schwar- 


but as rroicssor Kotpn benwar- 
zenberger, of Warwick University, has 


pointed out, under the new pay scales 
proposed by the Education Secretary, 


proposed by the Education Secretary, 
the salaries of senior primary school 
staff would rise by between 25 and 32 
per cent. The lowest paid deputy 
would corn £14,750, while a head 
would earn at least £15,500. 

The main lecturers’ scale, however, 
starts at £8,020, rising to £15, 700. Most 
recruits from primary education are 
paid near the top of the scale. 

“If the Baker scales go through and 
the current proposals for university 
pay arc stuck to, that simply means 
these people are not going to join us. 
In fact, some of the people who joined 
us two or three years ago are going to 
be worse off than if they had stayed in 
primary school," he said. 

His warnings are echoed in the latest 
AUT bulletin , the Association of Uni- 
versity Teachers’ newsletter, which 
predicts teacher training may become 
the next recruitment problem. 

The AUT and the Committee of 
Vice-Chancellors and Principals were 
this week meeting to consider a pay 
and conditions deal worth 10 per cent 
over three years, which has been 
offered by MrBaker. The executive of 
the AUT meets today to consider the 
outcome of that meeting. 

The Baker offer, which would cost 
the Government £71 million, falls far 


short of the deal sought by the CVCP 
and AUT.

Results of the cohesion tests showed 
that the top band of children across all 
age-groups progressed each year: their 
progress was consistent and hardly 
faltered at the change from primary to 
secondary 

The bottom group showed a very 
different picture, while there were 
signs of reading progress on entry into 
secondary school, progress faltered 
after transfer and from then on (here 
was no development until the age of 14 
when a slight improvement was shown.

The recommendations are a re- 
sponse to Government proposals to set 
a precept limit for the authority of £942 
million in 1987-88. With estimated 
spending for next year running at 
between £ 1 ,058 and £1 ,091 million, the 
ILEA is heading for a budget deficit of 
£125 million. 

Mr Riggs warned this week that the 
gap between the Government limit 
and the authority's estimated budget 
would be virtually impossible to meet 
and would severely damage education 
services. He accused the Government 
of acting in a “financially unreason- 
able” manner. 

His report outlines how the cap 
might be bridged by cutting £80 million 
of expenditure.

Sue Surkes takes a first-hand look at a police ‘shadowing’ proj ect in the 
Birmingham suburb of Handsworth as the Government puts aside cash to improve 

the force’s relationship with schools 

Following in large footsteps 


There was nothing unusual about the 
route Police Constable Bob Barrett 
took on his beat around the Hands- 
worth area of Birmingham on 
Tuesday. 

He set off from Thornhill Road 

E olicc station, wandered down the 
ustlingSoho Road -scene of the 1981 
riots - tried to follow up a couple of 
inquiries and chatted to shopkeepers 
and passers-by. 

But the proverbial boot was on the 
other foot. For the people asking most 
of the questions were Leigh Harrison 
and Debra Fuller, of St John Wall 
School, out on their first day of a 
community service course shadowing 
the work of the police. 

The Roman Catholic school, 40 per 
cent of whose pupils arc from ethnic 
minority backgrounds, has had close 
links with the local police for a decade 
and has for some time been inviting 
officers to speak to fourth and fifth- 
formers or take youngsters out on 
trips. 

The police shadowing was incorpo- 
rated into the school's varied fourth- 
year community service programme 
for the first time last term - not, the 
headmaster Mr Barry Toft insists, in 
response to the recent riots but as a 
logical extension of the well-estab- 
lished school-police relationship, 
i Mr Peter Hack, head of personal 
,and social education, agreed there 
were “prejudices on both sides that 
have got to be broken down". But he 
added that Handsworth had not suf- 
fered many of the problems of other 
communities because of the police's 
positive attitude. “When community 
service placements were mentioned, 
the vast majority of pupils wanted to 
go on them." 

Joanne Davis and Hardip Singh, 
both 15, were the first to try the course, 
which is open, with parental permis- 
sion, to two pupils at a time on six 
consecutive Tuesday afternoons. 

It includes visits to police headquar- 
ters and law courts, involvement in a 
local youth club, a ride in a Panda car 
and a fictitious missing persons form- 
fillirig exercise. 

But most importantly, perhaps, it 
allows youngsters to see community 
.policing at first hand and to get to 
know officers in the relaxed atmos- 
phere of the police station canteen. 

Leigh and Debra, both 15. appeared 
non-committal as they waited for their 
first session to begin. Leigh, who was 
looking forward to being put “under 
pressure", seemed disappointed that

“Joanne and Hardip came with 
certain preconceived ideas from the 
television that we are chasing criminals 
all the time and zooming about in cars 
and rushing from one job to the next,” 
he said.

The report’s implementation is like- 
ly to be hindered by the hostile altitude 
of some London tenchers - notably in 
Inner London- towards police visits to 
schools. It says “it is essential for police 
officers who go into schools to realize 
they are not there by right” and 
stresses that “the misunderstandings 
and sometimes hostility which current- 
ly exist need to be faced openly and 
honestly by both teachers and police 
when planning programmes in which 
police participate in the classroom nr 
other school activities".

At lost 500 young adults will be 
excluded from a new tertiary college 
unless the Inner London Education 
Authority changes its student intake 
policy, says Ms Diana Brace, the 
principal of North London College. 

An entry of 1 .500 students is plan- 
ned for the first of four ILEA tertiary 
colleges to open during 1989. Places nt 
the Islington college will be allocated 
on the basis of one post- 19 student to 
every four 16 to 19-year-olds because 
the authority is concerned to keep the 
younger group in the majority. 

The tertiary college will absorb 
North London College, but Ms Brace 
said about 500 students over the age of 
19, largely from disadvantaged and 
ethnic minority backgrounds, will be 
left without a place. 

She is not alone in her fears of the 
consequences of attempting to safe- 
guard the 16 to 19-year-olds as a 
majority group. Last week the ILEA 
Tertiary Education Board, set up to 
oversee reorganization, suid the policy 
could restrict educational opportuni- 
ties and distort the curriculum.

would suffer proved groundless. 

Mr Keith Wymcr. principal of Rit- 
ston community tertiary college in 
Wolverhampton, said: “Student enrol- 
ments have doubled in the past three 
years, partly because of adult entrants, 
but also because of increased staying- 
on rates.” 

“There would be no benefit in 
having tiiese two groups separate," he 
said, nor could ne see any pastoral 
advantages in keeping them apart. 


A strong case for keeping 16 to 
19-ycar-olas in the majority was made 
by Ms Margaret Maden. rhe ILEA 
principal adviser for tertinry planning 
and development, in her speech to the 
North of England Education Confer- 
ence earlier this month. 

A tertiary college provided n more 
adult environment than a school, but 
its students still required strong pastor- 
al support, she said. It offereiitne first 
opportunity since the end of selective 
education to move away from the 


dlitism of sixth-forms. 

It was also better placed to provide a 
truly comprehensive academic and 
vocational curriculum to all 16 to 
19- year-olds, whether their courses 
were validated by CiCE boards, BTEC 
or the Manpower Services Commis- 
sion. 

At such a critical stage in their 
transition to adult life, the interests of 
students of this age should not be 
swamped by the often more vocational 
interests of those over 19, she added.

. put Labour proposals for a national 
joint council were summarily dlsmis- 
sed as "Burnham Mark 11" while the 
Alliance alternative of a pay review 
body excited quizzical interest, only as 
an idea that may be explored for the 
future. 

The Bill seeks to abolish the statu- 
tory Burnham pay committee, open 
the way for the Education Secretary to 
impose his pay and conditions deal 
lasting up to April 1988, and to set up a 
purely advisory committee to help him 
on future settlements. 

Labour's Lord McIntosh of Harin- 
gey outlined the membership of a 
national joint council which would 
discuss pay and conditions. Such a 
forum would be backed by employers, 
teacher unions and the Trades Union 
Congress. 

There would be 29 members on the 
employers’ side, including non-voting 
Church representatives, and the Gov- 
ernment s two members would have IS 
votes.

TTNS INCREASES ADMIN EFFICIENCY 


TTNS WORKING 
FOR THE WIRRAL 


"Using Electronic Mail for 
odministratlon within the Authority will 
revolutionise our communication 
systems. It will enable colleagues to 
disseminate information easily and 
effectively and therefore improve the 
efficiency of (he operation of the 
Department says' 1 Director of 
Education, Mike Nichol. 

Wirrel has been a pioneer in many 
aspects of information and computer 
technology and therefore it was not 
surprising that with the development of 
TTNS, ihe Authority soon explored its 
many applications including that of 
administration. 

The Wirral Schools' Technology 
Centre (WSTC) provides enrichment 
courses for sixth formers in areas 
involving new technology and so the 
aspect of developing communication 
applications (national database and 
electronic mail) was very attractive. 
Additionally, WSTC staff were interested 
in the production of a local curriculum 
database as facilitated by TTNS. 

It was not long before the 
Administration Division in the 
Education Department realised the 
potential of TTNS for administration 
wwin the Authority. Already the LEA 
rad placed an Apricot Computer in each 
secondary school and the school 
secretaries had been trained in basic 
90rd Pressing skills. It was therefore 
a natural progression to use the available 
nwtowe together with TTNS to develop 
a mu administration system. An added 
attraction of TTNS was that it was not 
to a “y particular machine and

Initially the traffic of electronic mail 
was between the Education Office and 
the schools; between one school and 
another; between schools and the 
database manager (based at WSTC}; 
between schools and the Computer 
Education Inspector. However as users 
became more confident the foil potential 
of TTNS was realised. 

A local curriculum database has been 
established and new applications of this 
for both students and staff are 
continually being discovered. A 
seconded teacher has taken 
responsibility for this aspect of the 
development. 

In addition to curriculum matters the 
local database will hold an 
Administrative Handbook which will 
contain details of the Department's 
policies on matters relating to schools. 
The notion of holding policy information 
on such a database is particularly 
attractive for (wo reasons; firstly, the 
information can be immediately and 
easily amended when a polity changes 
and, secondly, the Handbook, and 
therefore the polity to be applied, can 
never be lost. 

Wirral is stilt exploring the many 
applications of electronic communi- * 
cations but they grow daily. International 
links have been set up with the express 
purpose of using the communications 
facility inherent in TTNS. This 
development relates mainly to modern 
language work and also to the ex- 
change of information in educational 
databases. 

The Audio-Visual Aids Technicians 
are seeking to use the system to transmit 
requests for repair over the network. 
This will remove the need to complete 
request forms which previously were 
sent to the Education Department by 
post. An electronic REQUEST form has 
been devised so that the necessary 
details can be sent by the press of a 
button. 

The imminent arrival of Grant Related 
In-Service Training (GRIST) will 
require rapid co-ordination and 
evaluation. This will be serviced ty 
TTNS using its ability to deal with the 
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toitifh^ "teachers attend qn in-service . ( . m . 
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broadcast of courses available, the 
receipt of applications and the 
acknowledgement of placement on 
courses. It can also be used to book the 
necessary accommodation, be it at the 
Wirral Tfeachers’ Centre or elsewhere. 
The distribution and gathering of 
information will certainly be enhanced 
and communications greatly improved. 

The direct response to HcadtcachciV 
queries made of an Inspector or Officer 
has proved to be welcomed by all 
concerned. It is a service which will be 
expanded enabling all Inspectors to have 
easy access to an appropriate computer 
system. The most attractive concept, 
provided by TTNS, in this respect is that 
it facilitates centralised filing. 

All sections of the Education service 
will have access to information on the 
system, although this will usually mean 
that data has to be of a non-sensitive 
nature. Data collection is considerably 
improved when re-input from a data 
collection sheet is avoided. 

The electronic DIARY facility enables 
all senior staff both in the schools and 
Office to be folly briefed about key 
events. The on-line DIARY facility 
available on TINS allows the user to set 
up an interactive appointments system. 
This facility can be used individually as 
a quickly accessible, easy-to-use diary 
or it can be used by a whole oiganisatfon 
to help keep everyone informed of key 
appointments and meetings. Further 
information can be obtained on the 
system by typing INFO DIARY at the 
system level command. 

In the near future TTNS will provide 
the information currently expected of the 
local reference library. This will include 
the son of newsletter currently 
distributed by local educational interest 
groups. The use of TTNS will not negate 
the use of the printed word on paper; 
but, like any other resource fools, ft will 
be used to enhance existing facilities. 

Wirral believes that TTNS is a 
powerful facility, in particular in the 
realms of Administration. It is confident 
that electronic communications are here 
to stay and have the vision to exploit the 
facilities of TTNS to the foil.

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Sarah Bayliss reports on recent studies of classroom control and reading ability 

Pat on the back enhances a kind word 


A touch of praise works wonders in the 
classroom, according to new research 
from Birmingham University. 

A study by two practising teachers at 
the Centre for Child Study shows that 


infant teachers can dramatically im- 
prove their classroom control by the 
systematic and consistent use of touch. 
The researchers have reported their 
findings in the latest issue of the 
quarterly Educational Review . 

It says that teachers in infant classes 
who touched their pupils when giving 
praise increased children's time spent 
getting on with their work by 40 per 
cent. 

When teachers accompanied praise 


with touch, they also significantly 
reduced the number of disruptive 
Incidents in the classroom. 

Dr Kevin Wheldall, director of the 
centre, commented: **171686 results 
point up the importance of non-verbal 
communication in the classroom. We 
speak with our moutlis, but we com- 
municate with the whole body - neg- 
lect of these facts will impair our 
teaching". 

The centre specializes in research 
about pupil-teacher behaviour and 
most students are practising teachers 
on secondment or studying part-time. 
In the past, it has urged teachers to 
praise pupils more and reprimand 


them less with the “overwhelming" 
result that children spend more time 


getting on with work or "on task", as 
the researchers nut it. 

The latest stuay by Kate Bevan and 


Kath Shortall took place at two West 
Midlands infants' schools in education- 


al priority areas. Four teachers were 
observed, each with a class of five and 
six-year-olds. 

when the teachers, all female, 
worked normally, they were seen to 
use praise and touch in a relatively 
haphazard and unrelated way. They 
were then instructed to touch children 
only when praising them for good 
academic or social behaviour. No 


deliberate increase of praise was re- 
quired or to be attempted. 

In all four classes, the teachers’ 
touch was seen to reinforce good 
behaviour: children spent 40 per cent 
more time on task. In the first school 
this meant that children appeared to be 
concentrating extremely well - for 
more than 90 per cent of the time, on 
average. The second school achieved a 
level of on-task behaviour of over 65 
per cent. 

A significant side effect was that alt 
four teachers spent less time telling 
children off.

Children's understanding of words is 
limited by (heir background and not 
necessarily by their rending ability, 
according to another report in the 
Educational Review. 

Three primary schools were chosen: 
one predominantly middle class, 
another working class, and a third with 
most of its pupils from Asian families. 

Given a reading test from the 
National Foundation for Educational 
Research, middle-class children made

Parents’ poll 
provides boost 
for ILEA

Seventy per cent of inner London 
parents arc satisfied with their chil- 
dren’s secondary schools, judging by 
an ILEA survey. J y 

The figures arc in stark contrast with 
a recent Audit Commission survey of 
parents which said that seven out of ten 
m London were '‘dissatisfied". 

On closer inspection, the ILEA 


seems to offer more evidence to sup- 
port its dnims, even if its leader, Mrs 
Frances Morrell, was exaggerating 


when she said the vnst majority of 
parents were “happy with what their 
children were offered.” 

The ILEA survey, commissioned by 
Dr David Hargreaves, its chief inspec- 
tor, .involved 146 parents of third-year 
pupils in 28 secondary schools. The 
same group had already been inter- 
viewed at the end of their children’s 
first and second years. 

The Audit Commission survey was 
national., but included one-off inter- 
views with only 46 London parents - 
barely a third of the ILEA sample. 
Nevertheless, it reported a collapse of 
confidence in the capital's schools. 
Only one in five parents was satisfied. 

However, the ILEA survey did 
indicate a growth in dissatisfaction 


among parents over the three years of 
the survey. 

Professor Desmond Nuttall, the 
director of the ILEA research and 
statistics branch, said parents’ un- 
realistic expectations and teachers’

action in the pay dispute were re- 
sponsible. “What we also know is that 
children’s own attitudes towards 
school begin to tail off, so we find some 
growing parental dissatisfaction no 
surprise," he said. 

Eight out of ten parents rated 
schools “good to very good” on 
academic work, discipline and orga- 
nization. But almost half thought their 
children were not made to work hard 
enough, compared with 28 per cent in 

Six out of ten parents thought sex 
education should lie available and 
compulsory and given the same im- 
portance as history, geography, 
physical education, general science 
and computer studies. Only mathema- 
tics, English and careers education 
were considered more important than 
sex education in a list of 25 subjects. 

Parents’ views on the curriculum 
have hardly changed since 1983. 
Seventy percent stiuinsist that the first 
task is to equip pupils with qualifica- 
tions for a job, college or university. 

But concern about behavioural 
problems such as disruption showed a 
marked increase.

Young Bangladeshis’ poor command 
of English is**an educational and social 
disaster", an all-party Commons Com- 
mittee says in a report published last 

week. 

The Home Affairs Committee was 
appalled to discover that in 1985, 78 
per cent of 15-year-old Bengali speak- 
ers in inner London were not fluent in 
English. 

Britain’s 160,000-strong Bang- 
ladeshi community is growing bv about 
9,000 a year and the number of 
school-age children is rising rapidly - 
by one-third in inner London between 
1983 and 1985. They are now the 
largest linguistic minority in the inner 
city boroughs, comprising 22 per cent 
ot pupils whose first language is not 
English, 

Hie Committee points out that the 
Bangladeshis are the most deprived 
and disadvantaged of the country’s 
ethnic minorities, with the worst hous- 
ing, lowest wages and a high unem- 
ployment rate. They are more likely to 
ne targets of racial violence than other 
minority groups and educational 
underachievement is a major worry. 

"These problems exacerbate each 
other, and poor command of English 
in particular is central to the whole 
range of disadvantage. If these prob- 
lems are not tackled now they will 


persist into the next generation 
warns the Committee. 

Nearly half of the country's Bang- 
ladeshi population live in London, and 
Tower Hamlets has the largest concen- 
tration. The rest are scattered over 20 
other authorities, with Biraiincham, 
Luton, Oldham and Bradford^ each 
having more than 1,000 Bangladeshi 
residents. 

The report notes "alarming evi- 
dence of under-achievement” among 
Bangladeshis in marked contrast to 
other Aslan pupils. A sample of Asian 
school-leavers in inner London in 
1981/82 showed 76 to 91 per cent of 
other Asian groups did well in exams 
compared with 21 per cent of Bang- 
ladeshis.

Hie Committee lists several reasons 
for poor school performance. Many 
children arrive in Britain having mis- 
sed years of primary schooling, mainly 
because of the time taken by families-

to send for their children and the 
prolonged delays in ontry clearance. 
An inner London survey showed that 
79 per cent of Bangladeshi pupils were 


not born in this country and of those, 
59 per cent were already of school age 
when they arrived. 

The amount of schooling missed 
after arrival in Britain because of 
moving home, extended holidays in 
Bangladesh and acting as interpreters 
for parents is another Important 
factor. 

The Committee also notes that: 

9 only a small amount of schooling is 
available in the district of Sylhet where 
most of the children come from - only 
13 per cent of Sylheti children go to 
secondary school and there is wide- 
spread illiteracy in their first language; 
• children have difficulty in studying 


because of overcrowded housing; 

• racial hostility is likely to undermine 
their confidence; 

• teachers have low expectations of 
them; and 

• fasting by older children during 
Ramadan can reduce their capacity Iot 
learning. 

The Committee urges the Depart- 
ment of Education ana Science to take 
urgent and rapid steps to give the 
children a “good eduention” with En- 
glish teaching as the first priority, 
although it endorses mother-tongue 
teaching. The Government should 
mukc English as a second language a 
statutory duty on education author- 
ities, it says. 

The DES should begin to collect 
ethnically-based statistics to discover 
the extent of disadvantage faced by 


Bangladeshis, the Commit tee ndds. 
Education authorities should be re- 
quired to send an annual repem to the 
Department assessing the effective- 
ness of their English teaching. 

The Inner London Education Au- 
thority, which includes Tower Ham- 
lets, has welcomed the report which, it 
claims, backs many educational poli- 
cies it has pioneered, including 
mother-tongue teaching. 

Mrs Frances Morrell, Labour leader 
of the ILEA, said she hoped other 
education authorities would follow 
London’s example and implement the 
Committee’s major recommenda- 
tions.

Businessmen who put up the money 
for the Government's proposed city 
technology colleges will be free to 
stamp them with their own "company 
ethos” , it was disclosed this week. The 
offer appears to be part of an attempt 
to overcome industry's continuing 
coolness towards the plan. 

Mrs Angela Rumboid, the educa- 
tion minister, told an Industrial Socie- 
ty conference on Monday that there 
was nothing wrong with n company 
ethos being identified with a school, 
and that this should be encouraged. 

“ Wc could look into our history toTind 
examples," she said. 

Her view surprised the audience, 
who had understood from official 
statements that the colleges would be 
run hy governing bodies distanced 
from the managements of sponsoring 
firms. 

Bducation advisers from leading 
companies told Mrs Rumboid that the 
Government was, in effect, asking 
their firms to choose between paying 
for the colleges nnd continuing their 
support to existing schools. The money 
would have to come out of the same 
kitty because the amount firms could 
afford to spend on education was 
finite.

No blank cheques for Baker, say bankers 


A national curriculum for schools will 
stifle the development of educational 
computer software, If the experiences 
of the rest of the European Economic 
Community are anything to go by, a 
conference was told last week. 

Few, if any, member countries hnve 
large enough educational demands to 
maintain a viable market alone and 
collaboration has therefore been 
sought, Mr Richard Fothergill, direc- 
tor of the Council for Educational 
Technology said. He added that coun- 
tries with a centrally controlled curri- 
culum have hod difficulties co-oncrat- 
ing with those which have locally run 
. services. 

Speaking at the third High Tech- 
nology ana Equipment Education con- 
fcrcncc in London last week, he said 
that natural partners have emerged 
and Europe is splitting into two, with 
some initiatives involving Denmark, 
Holland and the United Kingdom, and 
otherc bringing together France, Italy, 
Portugal and Spam. 

He voiced concern that the divide 
may prove an obstacle to wider curri- 
culum collaboration. Moreover, com- 
' panics with innovative ideas are reluc- 
tant to take risks where central control 
reigns. “Unless you get the ministry to 
back interest in products, you will not 


A confidential report to the major 
clearing banks suggests that big busi- 
ness as a whole is very wary of 
becoming involved in city technology 
college plans. It reinforces the view 
already being taken by bank execu- 
tives that the schemes, the brainchild 
of the Education Secretary, Mr Ken- 
neth Baker, are likely to offer a less 
attractive investment than their pre- 
sent spending on educational projects.

The banks 1 education specialists, 
who tend to be drawn from tneir ranks 
of managers, are acutely aware of the 
financial implications of backing a 
project. They say that it is the ongoing 
cost of sponsoring a college, which wifi 
be quite substantial despite Govern- 


ment capitation fees and other grants, 
that has to be considered as well as the 
capital requirement. The specialists 
think the total costs are likely to be on 
a scale well beyond their present 
educational spending.

It was widely accepted that children 
should come to grips with information 
technology, although there wns little 
agreement on the blest methods. Some 
countries insist that it should he a 
separate subject while others sny it 
should pervade the curriculum. 

Outlining the impact of microelec- 
tronics on the curriculum, lie said that 
electronic databases had transformed 1 
nrcas of geography and history nnd 
simulated experiments had introduced 
new ways oi exploring the sciences. 

His arguments for extending the role 
of microcomputers and control tech- 
nology leaned very heavily' on local 
control of the curriculum, with 
teachers being prepared to make snap 
judgements about what to teach 
according to . the rapid changes in 
technology. 

The school curriculum and many of 
the proposals to reform it were not 
compatible with most future visions of 
society.

Fang criticized Chinese educational 
methods recently, saying that they had 
remained “closed" and offered 6 only 
training, not education". Until the 
educated were allowed to have original 
ideas and contribute to other fields, 
including social and political, educa- 
tion would remain a master-appren- 
tice” affair. He believes the goal of 
education is to develop people with a 
harmonious character, capable of in- 
dependent thought.

It is time for n change - 
a time lo renew school mathematics in 
the United Stales." 

The study, which tested 12,000 
schoolchildren, found particular 
American weaknesses in geometry and 


the absence of any nationally-agreed 
curriculum. The report recommends 
fundamental changes in teaching 


that teachers are entirely to blame. A 
second study .produced by the Nation- 
al Research Council, suggests that the 
fault may lie with mothers. Japanese 
mothers, apparently, demand more of 
their children and spend more time 


methods, including curbing excessive 
repetition of topics, reducing the 
dominating role ol arithmetic in junior 
high schools, and eliminating a track- 


calculus. In these disciplines, the best 
US students ranked no lusher than the 


US students ranked no higher than the 
average level of achievement in the 
other countries, which included Bri- 
tain, France, Nigeria and Canada.

Sir - The original Peter Dawson, as 

- opposed to his namesakes - the gen-

Why a teacher’s first duty is

Sir - 1 am astonished to see Anthony 
O'Hear rushing to the defence of the 
Hillgate Group's preposterous man-

16) in the interests of "parental 
choice". Clearly parents have a legiti- 
mate interest in tne kind of education 
their cliildren receive, but to move 
from this assertion to the claim that 
they should be solely responsible for a 
school's curriculum is mistaken. It is 
also dangerous for several reasons. 

First, parental control of schools is 
undemocratic. Parents are not the only 
members of society with an interest in 
what goes on there. Are those of us 
who have to live with the results of the 
educational diet provided by schools to 
be denied our democratic right to 
participate in the decision-making pro- 
cess merely because we happen to be 
either childless or have children who 
are not of school age? 

Second, there are limits to what 
parents are legitimately entitled to 
force their children to submit to. 
O'Hear finds nothing wrong in the idea 
of schools for the exclusive use of 
Sikhs. Haw far would he be prepared 
to extend this? Would he so readily 
tolerate schools run in order to prom- 
ote the .views of the National Front or 
the Flat Earth Society?

It is not that I doubt the need for 
assessment. Teachers need to have an 
accurate estimate of pupils’ present 
knowledge, and to objectively oe able 
to measure progress across the curricu- 
lum. When pupils are placed in a new 
learning situation, such as a change of 
school, the need is for an understand- 
ing of each child’s level of educational 
attainment, in comparison with the

Many children, particularly those from 
ethnic backgrounds, have shown 
themselves capable of drive, diligence 
and perseverance, which will bring 
about a final level of achievement 
higher than some pupils who get better 
results in tests given midway in their 
educational development.

To put it another way: all nationally 
standardized assessment tests are 
based on the language dexterity and 
ability of the indigenous child popula- 
tion, at the time of the test being 
compiled. They are, as a consequence, 
biased culturally and linguistically 
against those children whose mother 
tongue is not English, or who enjoy a 


tional progress, by commercial tests, 
seems a chancy business. It is also 
unnecessary because already a con- 
siderable part of the teacher's daily 
task is involved in consciously and 
unconsciously assessing pupils. 

The teacher observes the pupils in 
the classroom over long periods of 
time. The teacher observes attack, 
attitude and attention in pupils, and 
experiences their teaming potential In 
a wide variety of learning situations. It 
is the teacher who is therefore in the 
best position to make efficient and 
effective ongoing assessment that will 
maximize the opportunities for educa- 
tional attainment for every child. 

Schools should be looking at ways of 
making use of teacher assessment, and 
if this is not happening then it is 
perhaps to overall school policy, in this 
area, that attention should be directed, 
and not to commercial tests.

Surely, it is not too late to call a halt 
to what seems to be a mad trend 
towards self-destruction. A start could 
be made with the DES where there 
seems now to be far more interference 
and direction at the local level than 
when I worked here six years ago. The 
drive to raise the standards in the basic 
subjects is far from new, but die DES 
suggestion that this can be done by 


turning out more subject specialists in 
the primary schools is not only simplis- 
tic but downright dangerous. 

All that has neen learned over the 
past 50 years or so regarding the value 
of the personal approach in the clnss- 
room will be thrown out of the window 
if teachers are trained once more to 
focus on the subject first and the child 
only second.

As a maths teacher, I also concerned myself i: 
with the level of mathematical competence of t 
employees; what mathematics do the people on r 
the shop floor think they use and what do they t 
actually use7 Finally, I was interested in the 
workers’ view of mathematics and the way it was 5 
taught at school. v 

On the first day we walked miles round the 1 
large factory and I found several areas uncomfort- I 
able to be in. The press shop, where they make 1 
the cases for the meters, was extremely noisy and 1 
many workers were not using the ear-plugs ■ 
supplied. The air in the silk-screen printing room, 1 
where labels arc printed, was so bad that 1 found it j 
difficult to stay in the room. 1 

The first day revealed one basic misunder- 1 
standing. Most people I spoke to equated 
mathematics to arithmetic and repeatedly refer- 
red me to examples of number crunching. 
Mathematics is more than that. Arithmetic is just 
one aspect, while mathematics involves spatial 
awareness, problem-solving skills, a feeling for 
number and shape and a command of logical 
thought. This was often referred to by employees 
at all grades as common sense and long may it 
remain so. 

In the next few days, I looked at the appren- 
ticeship schemes. Applicants are given a test said 
to reveal mechanical insight. The test paper was 
basically simple arithmetic, although a few ques- 
tions were designed to find out whether appli- 
cants could think logically. 

The training of toolroom apprentices, moni- 
tored by the Engineering Industry Training 
Board, seems rigorous and well structured. A 
detailed log is kept of each machine used, each 
part made and what was learnt. The logbook that 
I saw was very detailed and revealed the instruc- 
tive nature of the course. 

Peter, the only apprentice working in the 
toolroom, had no complaints about his school and 
seemed content with what he had learnt. But, he 
told me, the work he did there was completely 
different. He was wrong; be used trigonometry, 
geometry, arithmetic and simple algebra. What 
was true was that his school work was not based in 
reality, therefore he forgot it. The work was the 
same; the context within which he was learning 
; was different. 

An older toolroom engineer informed Peter 
that “we did things different at school” and he 
said that Peter was “cackhanded" in his substrac- 
■ tion. The apprentice used decomposition and the 
older man used complementary addition. Both 
■ were correct, but to the older man Peter was 
cackhanded, and Peter meekly accepted that he 
been “taught wrong”. 

Some other general apprentices tried to explain 
to me how a hexagonal bar could be milled from a 
cylindrical rod. The mechanics of the job are too 
complicated to describe here, but suffice it to say 
that one operation entailed dividing 6 into 40. All 
of the boys found this difficult to do without a 
; calculator. Lee tried 40 into 6 and then tried to 
bluff me with an answer. John felt that the answer 
was 5 with 10 left oyer. In the end Darren decided 
11 was 6 with 4.remainder, which was the same, as 
80 a ?d two-thirds. He then had to find a circular 
! plate with three holes, which he found difficult

Industry claims that the “sums ' 1 we do are not 
linked to reality. Similarly the questions that they 
often set are not relevant to a youngsters view of 
life. In every learning or testing situation it is 
important to find out what a child can do rather 
than what he or she cannot. However, this does 
not excuse the unacceptable arithmetic standards 
of some school-leavers. 

The remainder of my time at the factory was 
spent visiting various departments. In the stores, I 
was shown the same boring paperwork three days 
running; however the stores made up for this by 
letting me work (get my hands dirty) for a day, 
and to be honest I found it most profitable and 
enjoyable. 

- One tRsk was to sort and classify invoice 
numbers. I had to sort a pile of invoices into 
product type, part number and invoice number in 
that order. The invoice number to be listed in 
descending order. This, while being a straightfor- 
ward exercise, was not as easy as it seemed at first 
sight (added to the fact that I checked everything 
four times in case a sums teacher was found to be 
wanting!). 

I had to weigh out parts and load pallets for 
delivery.

The work was boring and mind- 
less; people were working automatically and 
generally seemed unnware as to what they were 
doing. (Not unlike some maths lessons.) They 
were only interested in their performance rating 
which directly affected their salary. However, 
they had to concentrate , because if they didn't an | 
accident could occur (one woman had lost the 
tops of two fingers).

My time at the factory has shown me that 
teachers and educationists have much to do. I 
believe that an education system that does not 
prepare a youngster for work and the real world 
has failed. Education must aim to inform and 
inspire a child to quest for knowledge. It must 
show a child the beauty that lies in science, 
literature, craft skills, music and art. These two 
philosophies are not mutually exclusive. 

1 would criticize both industry and education 
for the apparent lack of comm unication. I t is time 
schools and industry agreed not to believe ttje 
stories that they hear and find out the truth for 
themselves'. Industry should be offering itself to

education authorities, not waiting to be asked. 
Schools should be knocking on the factory gates 
to find out what goes on. If .these entrenched 
attitudes can change then progress can be made. 

Schools also have a responsibility to see that 
leavers are prepared for the next step. Often 
pupils leave school with little idea as to what 
industry will rcauire of them. Many youngsters at 
Smiths Meters believe they hava had a raw deal 
from school. Their education in the later years 
was' Irrelevant. and did not motivate them. The 
advice they gained from school was sparse, only 
coming from a few committed teachers. Teachers 
are cocooned with little awareness of what jobs 
arid careers in engineering are available. Perhaps 
if they did there would be even fewer teachers.

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Will Labour silence 
the choir schools? 
Gerald Haigh reports 



A general election' approaches and 
among those who tremble at the 
prospect of a Labour victory are the 
headteachers and musical directors of 
Britain's 37 choir schools. These schools exist to 
provide and train boys for the choirs of the 
cathedrals and collegiate chapels to which they 
are connected. Most of them are, in effect. 
Independent fee-paying preparatory schools, 
albeit with scholarships for talented candidates. 

For many years, the Labour Party has made 
unconvincing noises nhout the abolition of the 
independent sector. Now, though, we live in an 
age of dogma and polarization; threats to the 
charitable status of independent schools have 
become policy, and there are those in the cloisters 
who feci that the finale is nigh. 

Chair Schools Today, the first issue of the new 
journal of the Choir Schools Association has just 
appeared. It is dominated by feaT of the red 
menace. Mr Gerald Peacocke, chairman of the 
association, and head of King's School Cam- 
bridge is reported saying to his members, “. . . 
the response to our approaches to the Labour 
Parly has been disappointingly dismissive and 
blinkered." 

Mr Giles Radice, Labour's education spokes- 
man, is clearly seen as the chief villain. Mr Alan 
Mould, head of another Cambridge choir school, 
St John's, says in the journal: "... it would not 
cause Mr Radice a minute's loss of sleep if he 
presided over the closure of Britain's choir 
schools. The preservation of the English choral 
tradition means nothing to him." 

Cathedral and chapel choirs are, without 
doubt, now singing better than they have, ever 
done - comparisons with the recent past ore there 
to be made by tape and disc, and there is plenty of 
docu menta ry evidence of lamentable goings-on in 
earlier times. A cathedral choir is quite simply an 
efficient all-male professional singing machine, 
rehearsing daily, .singing services six days a week, 
recording, giving concerts and touring abroad. 

The fear of Peacocke and Mould and their 
colleagues Is that the nature of the achievement is 
simply not understood by those outside. The 
casual church-goer hears an uplifting and pleasant 
sound; the musician bears a standard of excel- 
lence which is breathtaking - boys as young as 
nine are pushed, cajoled and inspired to discover

Learning their place 


I t seems to have been forgotten that a 
“national" or “core” curriculum was first 
implemented in England and Wales more 
than a century ago. In 1862, the vice- 
president of the Education Department, Robert 
Lowe, Inaugurated his notorious Revised Code, 
which linked the payment of government grants 
to elementary schools with the pupils' success in 
examinations in the three Rs. In addition, 
religious instruction had to be given in the schools 
(a proviso ended by the 1870 Education Act) and 
all the girls had to take "plain needlework”. 

The result was entirely predictable. Schools 
concentrated on what was needed to ensure 
official approval and neglected everything else. In 
1869, one HMI commented sourly: “Teachers 
and pupils . . . confine themselves to the mini- 
mum of requirement. Attention is concentrated 
on the subject which pays to the exclusion of all 
others . . . The higher subjects, such as geogra- 
phy, grammar and history, almost disappeared; 
no rules in arithmetic were taught except those 
required . . . What the State requires will be 
done; what the State does not require will 
generally be neglected." 

Likewise, Matthew Arnold, arguably the most 
eminent of the HMIs, noted the way in which 
pupils were restricted to the one required reading 
book, so that, when the Inspector tested them on 
its contents, they [would be able to auswer 
satisfactorily. “The circle of the children’s read- 
ing,” he declared, “lias thus been narrowed and ■ 
impoverished all the year for the sake of a result at

Government action underlined these Victonan 
prejudices. For not only did the 1862 Code make 
“plain needlework" obligatory for .all girls in 
grant-aided elementary schools, but fa the 1870s 
“domestic economy” was introduced as a “speci- 
fic" subject to be taken by older female pupils. In 
1882, a new grant for cookery was offered, 
followed eight years later by one for laundry 
work. Thanks to these moves, by 1909-10 over 

335.000 girls were taking cookery and almost 

122.000 laundry work in the nation's elementary 

schools. ■ . „ ' . 

The chief woman inspector of the Board or 
Education stressed the official ajm of putting 
“instruction in domestic subjects within the reach 
of every girl attending a Public Elementary 

School". ■ . ' ■ , , . 

. In its 1905 Suggestions to Teachers , the board 
stated that this domestic training wns designed ip 
“lead the scholars to set a high value on the 
housewife's position, and to understand that the 
work of women in their homes may do much to 
make a nation strong and prosperous". 

The distinction between boys and guls was not 
confined to subjects, however, for It applied to 
syllabus content, too. particularly in arithmetic. 
In 1878 HMIs were warned to treat gins more 
leniently in this subject "in consideration of the 
. obligation . , . to learn needlework. By 1890, 
that meant girls were excluded front certain parts 
of the basic curriculum. : ' , . :• ■ ....

process of gender stereotyping was underlined by 
the textbooks used. Girls were encouraged to be 
self-sacrificing, domesticated, hardworking and 
highly moral. Typically the Royal Princess Read- 
ers, Book V, published in 1901, included a 
chapter on “Obligingness”. This pointed out how 
many households were blessed with a “goad 
fairy” in the form of a daughter or sister, who 
made herself indispensable to the rest of the 
family. “Her name is called upon whenever any 
small domestic trouble occurs . . . What a con- 
trast' to these lovable and valued ones is the 
selfish, disobliging child, who 'cannot be trou- 
bled' to help others, and who never wins the rich 
reward of affection and gratitude.” 

Even the female historical characters youngs- 
ters were .called on to admire were those such as 
Florence Nightingale, who had distinguished 
themselves by service to others - though Florence 
herse|f was no admirer of milk-andTwater female 
subordination. “Women are never supposed to 
have any occupation of sufficient importance not 
to be interrupted ... . and (they) . . . have 
trained themselves so as to consider whatever 
they do as not of such value to the world or to 
others, but that they can throw it up at the first 
'claim of sociiil life’", she wrote bitterly in 1852. 

However, such feminist attitudes had .to be 
concealed In her lifetime and the popular image ol 
the Crimean War heroine was Ihnt included In

Sucb ideas were slaw to die. Even fa 1923 a 
survey of education in rural Oxfordshire con- 
cluded that in many villages it was common to say 
that, since girls would become servants, they did 
not need any more instruction than they were 
already getting. 

With such prejudices to fight against, it is not 
surprising that the opportunities for women’s 
intellectual advance were so slow in coming and 
so difficult to consolidate. In creating that 
situation the Education Department itself, 
through its Codes and attendant grant system, 
played a part. 

The failures of our ancestors do not condemn 
any new scheme out of hand. But they serve as a 
warning to contemporary reformers that govern- 
ment regulation of a national school curriculum 
can, in the hands of ideologues, os easily restrict 
pupils’ academic advance as promote.it.

I n an illicit drugs factory in Thailand, a 
three-y car-old girl is kept tied up 24 hours a 
day to pack heroin for smugglers. In India, 
thousands of street children can only survive 
by scavenging in rubbish dumps for spare parts. 
Children the world over, often the victims of 
neglect or abuse, are forced to turn to prostitu- 
tion. Children the world over, from the child 
farmers of South Africa to the child miners of 
South America, are used as a docile, non- 
unionized workforce; as many as 150 million may 
be victims of such exploitation. Although -the 
grossest abuses arc rare in the West, many of the 
products we buy every day - shirts and sugar, 
carpets and cocoa, toys and tea - would cost far 
more if child labour was not used. 

Such grim facts and images are the central 
message of a touring exhibition on “Children at 
Work" specially designed for schools and avail- 
able for liirc from the Cockpit Gallery. Twenty- 
five puncls of photographs with informative 
captions and testimonies from individual children 
look at 19th-century Britain, the worldwide scene 
today (with nn optional panel on prostitution) and 
contemporary Britain. The exhibition encourages 
schoolchildren (one in five of whom work, most 
of them illegally, according to surveys by the Low 
Pay Unit) to consider when a Saturday job on a 
street market or even helping around the house 
becomes exploitative, and it concludes that “The 
way to end child labour is to end poverty and 
make education freely available to all”. It is sent 
out with Teachers' Notes and a TUC Resource 
Book entitled All Work and No Play, and well 
deserves the attention it received when it was first 
shown at Congress House last December. 

The exhibition was compiled by the Anti- 
Slavery Society. Founded in 1839 by Thomas 
Foxwcll Buxton, Wilberforce's successor at the 
head of the abolition campaign, it is probably the 
oldest human rights organization in Che world - 
and certainly one of the most old-fashioned. 
Noll ling could be less like the glamorous world of 
Amnesty International: their Brixton office is full 
of mountains of ageing books, archaic instru- 
ments of torture and photographs of pygmy 
youths being flown Into Saudi Arabia (a slave 
trade stopped by Prince Feisel m 1962). Yet a 
century and a half after the Emancipation Act of 
1834, they campaign against a range of astdh- 
ishingly prevalent abuses. 

Traditional chattel slavery is by no mfeaas 
extinct -^in the Arabian peninsula, behind the 
diplomatically Immune closed doors of embassies 
in Western capitals and in some of the sparsely 
populated and desperately poor countries of 
sub-Saharan Africa.. The government of Chad, 
for example, stated frankly in 1964 that slavery 
did still exist there , for reasons of “trad ition” , and : 
that it had neither taken nor Intended to take any 
measures to eradicate it. 

Yet t he prime surviving example is i n Maurita- 
nia, where the Moor rulers, lighter-skinned 
, Arabic-speakers, have always had rtcgto, slaves; 
Mokhtar Ould Dadd ah, president from the time 
of independence (1960) to 1978, himself kept 
slaves behind his palace and was no ' more i 
successful than the French colonial authorities at 
stamping out the institution. A third abolition 1 
decree was passed in 1980 «- the year that (he sale 
of a young woman created a sensation in the ' 
world’s press - but it loo made little impact. John : 
Mercer's - report pn Slaivry Jn Mauritania Today 
(Human Rights Group, 1982) provides, graphic 
details; ‘child slaves given away as gifts to 
travelling musicians; hardtin (or ex-slaves) 
treated like Indian “untouchables”; an owner 
who admitted to murdering a’ runaway slave and 
was not even brought to trial. Ortc teht-slavc 
describes his life of back-breaking work front 6am 
to subset: “This slave gets no pay and little food, 
shelter or clothing . . . The slave sleeps in a tipy, 
flimsy tent, with no protection front the bugs, , 
snakes arid scorpions . . .

Anthony Kearney’s book rescues Col- 
lins from his reputation as a mere 
gadfly in the late Victorian litenny 
scene and convincingly places him 
where he belongs: at the heart of the 
argument for the academic study of the 
native literature. 

Whether or not Tennyson really did 
cull Collins “the louse on the locks of 
literature*’ doesn't matter. (Anne 
Thwaitc in her excellent biography of 
fidmund Gossc [Seeker and Warburg 
19841 suggests that the phrase might 
well nave heen Gossc’s own embroid- 
ery.) However, the occasion that pro- 
voked Tennyson's insulr - the terrific 
critical drubbing Collins administered 
to Gosse's From Shakespeare to Pope 
(1886) - was important in improving 
the quality of discussion about the 
possibilities of English as a university 
subject. The great and the good - 
Henry James and Hardy included - 
rallied in Gosse's defence: but only on 
account of Collins' widely deplored 
lack of urbanity and his apparently 
personal animus against Gosse. Gos- 
se*s reputation as a literary critic never 
recovered.

were to be given practical effect". 
Collins was on Arnnfdian through and 
through with, in uddition, a Tierce, 
inexhaustible proselytizing energy. 
His prodigious and much applauded 
work as a university extension lecturer 
In English studies seems to have been 
almost as influential as his writings in 
showing what “English” could mean in 
the hands of teachers who combined 
love of the subject with scrupulous 
scholarship. 

The establishment of the Oxford 
School of English in the 1890s was in 
no smnil measure due to Collins’ 
advocacy nnd his success in converting 
a local issue into n subject for national 
debate. Belatedly, and only three 
years before his death (1908), he was 
appointed to the Chair in English at 
Birmingham (he had offended too 
many people ever to be acceptable to 
Oxford). There he gave English stu- 
dies the broad shupc that, a decade or 
so later, they were to assume in 
Cambridge, when the Cambridge En- 
glish Tripos was established jn 1917 
(with of course profound implications 
for the shape English would cventiuuly 
Hike in schools) Collins’ book was “slifl 
being used by the English propagan- 
dists” nnd indeed, ns b. M w 1 ill yard 
declared, "might have served ns the 
text on which the Tripos was 
founded''. . 

“Collins’s real place in the literary 
nnd educational world of his time, 
indeed, was similnr to that occupied by 
F R Lcavis, fifty years later." Nothing 
in Kcurney's compact und elegantly 
written book better indicates the need 
for the restoration of Collins to that 
“reul place" than the footnote which 
accompanies this claim:

America is an intriguing place. Pick up 
any newspaper and familiar items 
jump off the page. Anxieties about the 
school curricula, student grants in 
higher education, the quality of higher 
education itself, and, increasingly, 
weighty criticisms of government 
policy: “Reagan is the first President of 
either party in out lifetime to have 
waged war on institutions of learning 
... at best self-contradictory nnd at 
worst dangerous."’ (President of New 
York University and former Member 
of Congress). But the familiar be- 
comes tlie unfamiliar below the sur- 
face. 

These three books offer an interest- 
ing background mosaic to that Amer- 
ica. From the start, there was a 
struggle between Puritan settlers, who 
believed they had a base from which to 
reform the world, with education as 
the tool, and those who opposed such 
autocracy. Now that tension is re- 
expressed as the failure to reconstruct 
the liberal tradition in education, 
tuned to the late 20th century, and the 
present ascendancy of the neo-con- 
servatives and their pressure for tax 
exemptions, so-called “creation stu- 
dies" and school worship as defined by 
the so-called Mora] Majority. In other 
words, dispute about the core values of 
American society is at the heart of 
contemporary debates about Amer- 
ican education. Once faith in man’s 
capacity to improve his condition of 
life was believable, the American 
Revolution was set to be unending. It 
is now expressed by Karier in The 
Individual Society and Education: 
"With the dosing of the western 
frontier came the opening of the 
educational frontier. The struggle 
now is in earnest, as the newspaper 
clippings make clear. And the fun- 
damental question is, who pays? 

Daniel Levy's Private Education and 
Public Policy lays out some of the 
facta. Private schools, as opposed to 
state schools, have 10 per cent of the

In the late Sixties, Harold Wilson 
could speak plausibly of Labour’s 
having succeeded the Tories ns “the 
natural parly of government", its fu- 
ture tenure of office likely to he only 
briefly interrupted. So far has the 
ideological centre of gravity shifted 
that Margaret Thatcher can now, with- 
out being immediately certified, relish 
the prospect of the total elimination uf 
any authentic socialist parly from the 
Bntish political spectrum. If only, she 
recently confided, we could in this, ns 
in other matters, emulate the Amer- 
ican set-up, with both major parties 
wholeheartedly dedicated to the pre- 
servation of the non-collcctivist, capi- 
talist, free-enterprise system. 

The classical and confounding ques- 
tion for Marxist analysts of transatlan- 
tic society has always been: why is it 
that the most highly developed indust- 
rial society in the world has never 
produced a mass working-class party? 
This searching and pungent examina- 
tion of the political Impotence of the 
less advantaged sections of US society 
goes a long way to providing the 
complex historical and contemporary 
answers to this prize conundrum.

Bv now both the leading imprints have 
virtually covered the traditional “core 1 
syllabuses of all the main examination 
boards. Their most recent titles there- 
fore represent something of an ad- 
vance from the common ground of 
Shakespeare, Austen and George 
Eliot into the green-field sites of 
English Literature. 

The superb Penguin Masterstudies 
series, intended for sixth-form and 
undergraduate use, really does now 
boast an Absalom and Achiiophel (0 14 
077142 5, £1.95). As if that was not 
enough, there are also guides to 
••second eleven” works by major au- 
thors: Chaucer’s Knight's Tale (0 14 
077130 1, £2.50) and Dickens's Little

As yet there are comparatively few 
Masterstudies titles; more academic 
than any other series and written by 
dons rather than the “teachers and 
writers of wide experience" of other 
series, they can hardly be considered 
hackworks.

Most revealing of all in assessing the 
strengths of the various competing 
series of student notes is their ircnt- 
ment of that all-time Eng. Lit. oddball, 
Chaucer. No other author mokes such 
linguistic demands - so, to print nr not 
to print the Middle English text? The 
Mucmillan Muster Guides and both 
Penguin’s Masterstudies and more 
general Passnotes ("your guide to 
success at GCSE. O level, CSE and 
other equivalent exams") have 
volumes covering specific Talcs, and 
all three take different lines. The 
Macmillans are alone in omitting the 
text, realistically assuming that the 
reader will have his own. The most 
recent Chaucer Master Guide - to that 
schoolboy favourite, the “bawdy" Mil- 
ler’s Tale (II 333 40258 8. 99p) - has line 
references to J Winny’s Cum bridge 


University Press Edition and concen- 
trates on supplying a brief summary 
together with short (and frank) essays 
on the major themes. 

Both Penguin series do incorporate 
the full text, hut treat it rather dif- 
ferently. In the Passnotes volume on 
The Pardoner's Tale (O 14 077058 5, 
£ 1 .50) it is accompanied by a modern 
prose version, with some specific tex- 
tual notes keyed by line numbers at the 
foot of each page. In a surprisingly 
comprehensive volume there is also n 



glossary and a number of essays on 
themes and characterization. The 
Masterstudies guide to The Knight's 
Tale is even more extensive. This time 
though, instead of a plot-crib, there is 
an authoritative commentary, usefully 
placed next la the lines to which it 
refers. The introduction (of more than 
50 pages) is a model of its kind, there is 
a full glossary and the whale book is 
fully indexed. 

As with all these reliable and ge- 
nuinely useful notes, individual stu- 
dents and teachers can only be advised 
to shop around, ignore the strident 
polnt-of-salc displays and buy the 
volumes which best suit their purpose. 
Those few O level candidates still 
coping with Chaucer, for instance, will 
not need the scholarship of the Master- 
guides - which do, however, make 
useful companions to my own unglos- 
sed, small-print Canterbury Tales.

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Tempting as it may be to read litera- 
ture witn the assumption that works 
were received in peaceful and 
homogeneous times, the background 
facts are more likely to reveal writers 
facing societies of discrimination, poli- 
tical strife or even war. Critical studies, 
therefore, necessitate recognition of a 
writer as product of a more heter- 
ogeneous age than might be con- 
venient to contemplate. However uni- 
versal the themes or precise the truths 
no writer can be severed from an era, 
nor should the novels, plays or poems 
be considered in a vacuum - senti- 
ments embraced by the aptly named 
Harvester New Readings senes in 
which much is to be gleaned from the 
exploration of past and recent literary 
theory in relation to some heavily- 
studied English authors. 

David Aers, In Chaucer, considers a 
selection of poetry seen not upholding 


or promoting conventions and dogma 
but rather as active criticism dramatiz- 
ing “the way a market society dissolves 
. . . traditional ideology". Investigat- 
ing representations of society, religion 
and marriage, this volume depicts a 
critical Chaucer attacking rigid social 
groupings, clerical hypocrisy, and the 
“courtly*' game played for self-in- 
terest; “auctorite", “moralite” or 
Theseus' lines “Than is it wysdom as it 
thlnketh me/To maken vertu of neces- 
silee” consequently adopt more am- 
biguous interpretations than “ortho- 
dox” readings might reflect. Many 
complex poems come under scrutiny in 
a compelling presentation of a poet at 
work m a mercantile, seemingly finan- 
cially expedient society not a million 
miles away from a certain Big Bang 
avalanche. 

Satire, as pointed out in Pope, is 
dependent on that which can be sati- 
rized. Alexander Pope (as with 
Dryden before : him and Swift bs 
contemporary) lacked no subject, his 
poetry surviving 19 th-century sceptic- 
ism and this century’s "New Critics" to 
be re-os scssed here & p ropes his ideol- 
ogy - that in his poems expressed as 
"me only virtuous way. of seeing 
things”. Pope -Catholic. Tory-cum- 
Jacobite, physically . disabled and 
Straddling two social classes- is viewed 


as a political subversive during Wal- 
pole's Whig government, a poet who 
concealed political standpoints using 
such terms as “moderation" and “vir- 
tue'*. Balancing contextualization with 
present day views. Brean Hammond 
provides an excellent introduction to 
political and literary arenas in the 17th 
and 18th centuries and examines with 
vervo the poetic gems from a genius. 

Mindful that questions are more 
readily available than answers in the 
field of literature, Kate Flint in Dick- 
ens offers "strategics of reading** a 
novelist whose writing often appears to 
contain contradictions- simultaneously 
demonstrating optimism in a future of 
sharing individuals and yet disquiet in 
a pessimistic overview of much 19th 


effects of narrator figures, the 'un- 
masking analysis” of what is implicit in 
the silences of sentences, the variety of 
tones and the “polyphonic” texture oi 
Dickens’ work. 

As with the other two titles, this is n 
book acknowledging and analysing the 
important figure of the reader whose 
role can of course ensure or deny the 
survival of any place of writing.

Know who you were, understand who 
you are, decide who you will be. So 
goes the theory for scientists working 
at the Time Annexe of Science City in 
the post civil war year of 2034 in 
Robert Leeson's Time Rope quartet. 
A precarious experiment Is being con- 
ducted in which Kera is carefully 
watched while she monitors the inner- 
most feelings and experiences of Fee, 
an 18-year-old runaway heiress in 1988 
trapped momentarily In a Neutral 
Zone of time. 

Dangers increase as Fee is joined by 
Tod, wanted by the police for breaking 
away from being "in care”, and Roller, 
an early riser from school exams. By 
means of an inoffensive looking rope 
dangling from a tree they are trans- 
ported forward Bnd back to the minds 
of their ancestors - Lady (Mad Meg) 
Horden, defying 18th-century conven- 
tions; George Morris, fighting fascism 
in Spain; Rick, apprentice turned 
highwayman; Kwame, a slave fighting 
for freedom in Jamaica. The lives and 
fates of Fee, Tod and Roller from the 
1980s are revealed to be inextricably 
woven into both past and future right 
up to the point when Kera herself (with 
Jonas, a young scientist) leads a risky 
quest for freedom against forces 
wishing to maintain a state of perpe- 
tual war in England. 

No ordinary time travel theme here. 
The books are cleverly constructed, 
moving energetically to highlight pow- 
er struggles across tne time sequences, 
and culminating in a fight for survival 

X lnst malevolent dictatorship. The 
l is complex but Robert Leeson 
captures his audience with deceptively 
short, punchy sentences and an overall 
style easy to djgest, yet stimulating, 


varying strands of narrative tq Interest 
a teenage reader. The power of scien- 
tific knowledge must after all be tre- 
ated with circumspection lost the mo- 
tives of those who lead the experi- 
me nts cause the destruction of creation

Much of his Inspiration came from 
the silent Hollywood classics, and 
notably Chaplin. That celebrated 
“balletic" quality, combined with 
Feydeau's manic farce, led to the 
spatial comedy of The Lesson and The 
Chairs (the latter was made into a 
ballet). But also, more profoundly 
there was Ionesco's sense, supported 
by psychoanalysis, that our dreams, 
even if they do appear in images, are 
created in the underbelly of language. 
Not of languages, plural, but In the 
universal language we all share and 
that emerges most profoundly in 
theatre. 

"I did not set out to create a 
universal dramatic language, but that 
is what it is." Ionesco is in London to 
participate in a production of his latest 
play Journeys Among the Dead at the 
Riverside Studios. He's not an infre- 
quent visitor, though he doesn't like to 
admit he understands too much of the 
English going on around him. The 
play's the thing; that, he insists, is 
understood, or understandable, any- 
where, no matter what the language

made the world the same. There are no 
more Frenchmen, no more Amer- 
icans, no more Englishmen. Humanity 
is without personality." Isn't this veiy 
sad? “It's neither happy nor sad. Its 
merely boring."

it is all a vast joke, a trick played by 
God. Life, Ionesco insists, is no more 
than a disturbed wakefulness that 
interrupts the logical processes of sleep 
and dreams. 

Such scepticism , for all his umversal- 
ism, marks him down as quintessen- 
tially French. He was actually bom in 
Romania in 1912 but grew up in France 
and returned there in 1938 to make his 
life as a dramatic artist. Like Beckett, 
he chose to write in French. “It is the 
most beautiful language, the most 
universal, the most precise.- As the 
world changes, the language remains 
. . . personal." 

It's probably too easy to extract 
themes from Ionesco's plays, the 
poorest of them are too obviously, 
consciously thematic. Behind them all, 
though, is a sense of the frailty of

In Anthony Field's review of Sir Roy 
Shaw's book last week we Inadvertently 
omitted two lines, and seriously dis- 
torted the sense.

Every 
day, every morning I change and 1 
hope that my plays change to. 1 die 
every day and every day 1 am bom 
again. This play is about dreams - it is 
onelrique - it penetrates into the 
mysteries of the unconscious. We need 
■ to discover a psychanalyse superieure 
to explain history. History is a series of 
obscure acts.” The slogans of history 
and politics don’t help a bit, except to 
create more irony. 

Ionesco's plays, like the work of the 
greatest dramatists, are concerned less 
with either words or action considered

apart, than with the commentary each 
makes on the other. What he achieves 
(though more noisily) is something like 
Beckett's silence or the dreaming 
grace of "Chariot". 

The tiny figure had shuffled in 
leaningon a canc.

I n Rambo , the belief that a number 
of American prisoners remained 
in Southeast Asia after the end of 
the Vietnam War was the excuse 
for an exercise in patriotic mayhem, 
with Sylvester Stallone mounting a 
one-man operation to liberate these 
MIAs (“mlssino-in-action") over a 
shambles of the Vietnamese Army. At 
least one real-life Rambo exists, ready 
to mount his own operation to track 
down Caucasians allegedly held in 
remote camps in Laos, men taller than 
their guards, dressed in Vietnamese 
uniforms. There is other evidence, 
retailed by refugees or gleaned from 
aerial reconnaissance photographs, in- 
cluding the initials of one MIA 
scraped out in the grass of a jungle 
clearing.

In the British premiere of Ionesco’s 
late play Journeys Among The Dead 
we see the absurdist economy of The 
Chairs abandoned for the garrulous 
meanderings of an old man facing 
death. His mental odyssey takes him 
back among the hated shades of his 
youth who seem more alive now they 
arc dead. Religious books written in a 
forgotten language cunnot comfort 
him. He knows nothing; life is 
meaningless. It is a familiar theme on 
which a playwright of world repute 
might be expected to say something 
interesting. But Ionesco's conclusions 
arc commonplace. For all its avant- 
garde musical accompaniment, and 
tnc committed acting of an uneven 
cast, Journeys Among The Dead re- 
mains inert: theatre of the mind. 

Road (revived again) also seems to 
owe more to literary invention than 
life. Like Under Milk Wood, It invites 
us (literally) to enter the life of a town. 
Welsh Llareggyb (intended by its au- 


thor to be read backwards) becomes 
Lancashire Buggerall whose foul- 
mouthed, grotesque inhabitants are 
obsessed with poverty, sex, violence, 
drink and the meaninglessness of exist- 
ence. The extreme social realism of 
Paul Brown’s multiple-setting is at 
odds with the text's high-flown lan- 
guage (“1 wear pain like a hat" says an 
apparently illiterate youth) which 
undermines the Stanislavskian efforts 
of the actors - some of whom mistake 
self-expression for performance. Cart- 
wright crams too much social comment 
into his collection of monologues 
linked by a narrator-guide. His charac- 
ters are literary creations who speak a 


youngsters - slumming it - whooped 
approval. 

The cheers for Siegfried Sassoon 
welled up from an audience moved by 
a brilliant actor using splendid material 
in full command of the stage. Without 
attempting impersonation, Peter 
Barkworth brings Sassoon to life 
through his own words: vividly evok- 
ing childhood pain at parental separa- 
tion, recreating the joyous com- 
radeship and disillusionment in the 
trenches of the First World War. With 
nothing superfluous in setting, word or 
action, it is a perfect gem of a produc- 
tion - much more than a one-man show 
- and transfers to the Apollo on 
February 6. 

John Mowat's one-man show Amer- 
ica graces the Ninth London Interna- 
tional Mime Festival. A new work full 
of clever images and very amusing- his 
straining skyscraper perfectly encapus- 
lates New York - it has yet to find 
coherent form. Leonardo, which pre- 
cedes it, is even better than re- 


membered: a marvel of mime inven- 
tion, words and action provoking 
thought and laughter. 

Laughter is the sole aim of Cheek Bv 
Jowl's Twelfth Night. Declan Donel- 
lan’s over-inventive direction trans- 
poses speeches; introduces a Texan 
Aguecheek, a Bronx Maria; forces a 
happy ending whereby homosexual 
Antonio pairs off with Festc and 
Malvolio’s curse is shrugged off with a 
giggle, it is lively, energetic, perfect for 
those who find Shakespeare boring. 
Patricia Kerrigan’s Viola is credibly 
androgynous; Hugh Ross's Malvolio 
nicely pernickety, when Donellan lets 
the play work (the twins’ recognition) 
it is magical. 

“Magical” best describes Three Men 
on a Horse. Innocent greetings-card 
poet Erwin unerringly forecasts win- 
ning racehorses. He falls into the 
hands of hoodlums who use his gifts to 
make a fortune. How things nearly go 
sour and miraculously turn out ngnt 
can be seen by rushing to book a seat 
for this marvellous American farce 
from 193S. Director Jonathan Lynn 
charts its perfect logic with glorious 
comic invention. It is beautifully 
staged by Saul Radomsky. A superb 
cast is headed by Geoffrey Hutchings’ 
wonderfully droll Erwin, and Gemma 
Craven’s dumb-broad dance routine is 
a show-stopper. 

The Secret Garden musical offers 
simpler delights. Shifting Yorkshire to 
Wales loses the Bronte resonances, 
which is damaging until Colin’s (Gian 
Sammarco) appearance in Act Two 
pulls the show together. Tim Good- 
child's designs and Joan Kemp- 
Welch's direction work wonders on a 
tiny stage.

The noble art of l ying 


I n his neglected novel Christopher 
Tadpole, the Victorian Journalist 
and showman Albert Smith de- 
monstrates the disorganized na- 
ture of the English storytelling tradi- 
tion. A party of his characters are. on 
an outing when one of them tells what 
folklorists would now term a "person- 
al-experience” story. “They all began 
to tell stories at once , of things that had 
happened to them. And after this they 
dropped down to anecdotes, and witty 
sayings, and finally sang songs".

It 
is not a storyteller and an audience, but 
B group entertaining itself. And the' 
stories they, told - scraps of joke and 
anecdote and mystery - could be 
duplicated in a similar group today.

Le Cid is one of Ihc great classics of 
French theatre, but it lias taken three 
and a half centuries to reach the 
English stnge.

Thus, with their Song- 
bird program, pupils type in a tuna at 
their network station, une station is 
appointed conductor and then selects 
the tempo.

The next original software was to be 
found at the Legation stand.

For the time being, Logotrons 
STELLA will only appeal to those few 
'schools and colleges with an Apple 
Mackintosh. Developed in the USA, 
STELLA stands for Structured Think- 
ing Experimental Learning Labora- 
tory. It allows you to build complex 
pictorial models of any set of date 
which changes with time. Given your 
data (for example, weather statistics), 
the program allows you to view a 
three-dimensional representation so 
that the interesting relationships impli- 
cit in it becomes visually explicit (for 
example, that a clear sky at night 
means no rain the next day). STELLA 
makes essential use or the super 
powerful graphics on the Mackintosh, 
so it seems unlikely that there will ever 
be versions for the Nimbus. 

However. Nimbus owners can buy 
Newspaper from SPA (PO Box 59, 
Leamington Spa). It enables children 
to design pages which include text and 
graphics and then print them either in 


black and white or - if your school or 
PTA has invested in a colour pnnter - 
in colour. The well-designed taer- 
toterface starts with a set of four 
pictures representing the four main 
features - the editor’s office; the 
reporter's desk; the illustrator's studio 
and the printer’s workshop. A variety 
of text fonts are included as is an 
artist’s tool kit for drawing pictures. 
There Js also a cutting file containing 
some ready-made images. A version 
for the RML 480Z micro is planned for 
release this summer. . 

Of course, judging the suitability of 
software in j ust a tew minutes is one of 


files their system produces can be used 
with other BBC software and it is 
flexible enough to allow you to change 
both the format and the field defini- 
tions in each record. It handles pupils' 
records, class lists, and examination 
entries and provides a full act of 
data-based search facilities (command 
driven) for analysis purposes. At less 
than £70, my first impressions were 
like those watching the demo with me: 
above average ana could do well. 

There couldn't have been a greater 
contrast than with Headmost, a £790 
library cataloguing system from Head 
Computers olOxted, Surrey. A school 
in Croydon is currently trying it out. it 
needs a hard disc-based Nimbus or | 
other IBM PC compatible system. 
Head Computers point out that they 
offer very big discounts for the purch- 
aso of multiple copies so that, with 
three or four secondary schools in a 
consortium, the average price would 
be much more affordable. At the 
moment the software can’t handle the 
issue and return of books but there are 
plans to alter that. 

Mike Beecher used to run some of 
the orchestras and wind bands in Essex 
during his 15 years as a music teacher. 
His baton is now more often directing 
electronic instruments such as Yamaha 


and Casio keyboards and a BBC Micro 
running music software. And his Bar- 
bican performance was nothing short 
of virtuoso, not just from the point of 
viewof marketing razzmatazz but from 
his evident concern for Ihc direction of 
music education. 

On the stand his Wickford, Essex- 
based company. Electro Music Re- 
search (EMR) , were selling everything 
the computers in music education 
specialist would need. 

There are two software packages for 
the BBC Micro. Scorewriter allows 32 
parts on screen, scoring ami playback 
through the micro's own speaker or 
through EMR's midi Interface. Scores I 
can be primed out on a dot matrix 
printer. Performer 1 is aimed at the 
eight-year-olds and works with a 
keyboard for sounds. No one listening 
to Beecher's performance could argue 
that the musical results he had pro- 
duced from these systems were any- 
thing less than first class. 

Linear Graphics of Rochford in 
Essex also seem to understand the 
needs of teachers. Their Plotmatc 
range of graph plotters has now been 
extended with an A4-size plotter hav- 
ing an RS232 interface and other 
options to allow compatibility with 
various computer-aided design pack- 


ages that might be used in TVEI and 
related courses. Thanks to an educa- 
tional discount scheme, the most basic 
plotter, the Plolmate A4S costs less 
than £300, which is surprisingly good 
value given the remarkably robust 
nature of its design. 

Were there a prize for the most 
original maybe even bizarre products 
or services on show, it would have to 
be shared between the Mynda range of 
computer security storage units and 
the Computer Junk Shop.

Adolescence is not an easy time for 
most young people. For parents and 
those working with adolescents it can 
be equally bewildering. For teachers, 
and others in education, there is a 
tendency to talk about difficult chil- 
dren, or declare that so-and-so is 
unco-operative, dogmatic or trying. It 
is, therefore, valuable that a set of 
programmes should be aimed at early 
adolescence rather than targeted at an 
older age group. 

Choices, whose title indicates the 
theme of the series, consists of 10 
15-minute programmes for school chil- 
dren of 12-14 tor use as a resource tn 
penonal and social education. Each 
programme is supported by teachers' 
notes and suggestions for further work 
and the relevant chapter from the 
accompanying book. 

The programmes can be used in any 
order and would be useful as a planned 
stimulus for themes and topics within a 
personal and social education course. 
Four programmes are reviewed here. 

“Changes" Is a light-hearted look at 
adolescence, with two actors playing a 
variety of roles to illustrate tne strains 
and stresses of growing up and how 
young people can come to terms with 
them. This was the least satisfactory of 
the series, because it skirted around 
the issues and the actors were trying 
unconvincingly to be embarrassed 
about physical attractiveness and body 
image. 

Compared with “Choices", “Practi- 
cally Perfect" , involving the Graeae 
Theatre Group of physically disabled 
actors presents unfamiliar and, there- 
fore, to some pupils uncomfortable 
realities. We are confronted with phy- 



sically disabled people who are deter- 
mined to show that they think and 
behave like everyone else. 

This programme effectively projects 
the views of disabled people about how 
they see themselves and clearly de- 
monstrates that we learn from each 
other. It “encourages people to see 
beyond disability”. The reaction of the 
pupils is interesting, from being wary 
and cautious of the actors, as they pile 
out of their special minibus, to real 
involvement when the group begin 
their presentation at a comprehensive 
school. Part of the production is a 
mock television game show in which 
the presenter, Peter Perfect, is horri- 
fied to find that one of the contestants, 
Norman Normal, is in a wheelchair. 
The best sequence is a mock television 
commercial called “Wheels”, which 
deals with the contrast between fear of 
disability and supposed normality. 

The next two programmes consider 
in different ways the role of the group 
and how young people come to terms 
with rules, peer group pressure and 
deciding for oneself. a A Right Char- 
lie” focuses on how Charlie, who has a 
newspaper round, gradually becomes 
drawn into the activities of a gang, and 
against his better judgement becomes 
involved in the then of his sister's 
purse . His sister says, “You don’t have 
to be like them - encourage them to be 
more like you.” Many of the lines and 
incidents are a good starting point for 
reflections on the programme. 

“Being Happy Is What Matters 
Most” introduces A S Neill's school, 
Summerhill, founded in 1921. Group 
disagreement, personal decision mak- 
ing as to whether to attend lessons, 
drink or smoke, and how a community 
organizes itself along these lines are 
explored and will certainly provide 
excellent material for discussion, role- 
play and further work. 

Choices is a series that has been 
carefully prepared and aims to help 
adolescents think about themselves 
and others. It should prove to be 
papular.

However, Welcome To English is m 
many ways well-planned, and the 
selection and sequencing of new lan-^ 

K sensible, with clear and easy to 
> teachers' notes. It looks like 
many other EFL textbooks: photos 
and speech bubbles for the dialogues, 
with lots of black and white line 
drawings. There’s plenty of opportun- 
ity for oral classroom practice and the 
accompanying cassette add9 the neces- 
sary aural dimension. But can anyone 
explain to me the value of Arab 
students repeating Arab names pro- 
nounced with an English accent? 

The Introduction's estimate that 
each page will provide 45-60 minutes 
of class work is a little optimistic. But 
the least satisfactory aspect of the 
course is the handwriting component: 
anyone who’s taught writing- whether 
to English children, Arab or Chinese 
adults, it doesn't matter - knows that : 
capital letters inevitably cause confu- 
sion for learners and are best taught 
after the lower case letters have been 
learned. Welcome To Ensllsh contains 
only capital letters In the first two 
units. Tnereofter, they appear in the; 
initial dialogue to each unit - a recipe 
for chaos later on. One final moan - 
was it really necessary to use such 
cheep paper? It's so thin that when 
you’re working on one page, the words, 
on the next are clearly visible -

beginning, it's a relatively short step to 
the stage where local teachers will 
want to produce their own material 
and thus cut out the need for expensive 
imported textbooks. If. however, pub- 
lishers arc clever enough to start 
cornering the market now with M user- 
friendly' courses which build up goixl 
will, they may just avoid losing a large 
part of it. 

Whatever the reason, Macmillan 
has certainly started to push bard into 
the Middle East. Along with IVWcome 
To English, they have also recently 
published Ihe Arab Learners' English 
Dictionary. It's an unpleasant looking 
little book, very 1950s, aimed at “the

intermediate and secondary student of 
English" who. if one is to believe the 
Preface, Is singularly all male. Hend- 


words each have an Arabic translation 
and phonemic transcription. Simple 
explanations are given in English. The 
Preface, Ihe How to Use section and 
the list of abbreviations are given in 
English only - a bit of a waste of time 
really as our all m ale student is going to 
have a lough lime understanding 
them. 

1 can’t lie, I did turn to the rude 
words first - “pig”, “pork", “alcohol", 
etc. But rather like those Arabic maps 
of the Middle East which draw a 
not-so-discreet veil over the Palesti- 
nian problem by omitting Israel com- 
pletely, they aren’t there. My illiteracy 
m Arabic prevents me from comment- 
ing on the translations, of the words 
that do appear, but 1 can talk about the 
illustrations. Here’s a quote from the 
Preface: “In some cases definitions 
and examples alone cannot explain a 
word completely, so Illustrations are 
provided where necessary to make 
comprehension easier." Really? I 
found illustrations of “apple”, ‘'buck- 
et", “crow", “duck" and something I 
took to be a soggy pile of dog mess 
but which lumeoout to be a loaf. 

Recessions are relative and mate- 
rials only as good as the teachers using 
them. For those who care about what 
happens to EFL teaching in the Middle 
East it’s obvious that a few pages of 
Arabic lypscttlng pasted up alongside 


the English text are not going to make 
a lot af difference in the long run. 
Without more, and better, practical 
teacher training for the local teachers 
(not the same as more MAs in applied 
linguistics), standards in English

Reading skills are also encouraged. 
Book 4 concentrates on recognizing 
words and sentences, with some he p- 
ful work on the sounds of particular 
letters. Books 5 and 6 develop this 
approach and proride more advanced, 
graded passages to read for informa- 
tion ana pleasure. The questions and 
exercises on these passages are there to 
help understanding, not just to test it.

All this can be said of many 
textbooks, but Project English, as its 
name implies, goes further. The 
activation phase, in which students use 
the language they have learned, is 
based around a variety of projects. In 
Book 1, students compile class sur- 
veys, retell their own experiences, 
collect and collate pictures and in- 
formation on a specified theme. In 
Book 2, they produce eight issues of 
their own magazine. In fact, many of 
the activities are not particularly 
novel, but the concept of producing 
project work at the end of each unit. 
Dared on the students’ own ideas and 
research, is new. It is likely to be very 
successful with younger students, who 
are used to working on projects in 
other school subjects. 

The instructions in the student s 
books on how to set about the projects 
are kept deliberately simple. This 
places the onus on the teacher to 
manage (he sessions properly. The 
teacher's book emphasizes the import- 
ance of approaching projects in diffe- 
rent ways and makes sensible sugges- 
tions, for example about sources of 
material ond presentation. 

Finally, Project English claims to be 
fun - and it is. The cartoon characters 
are amusingly drawn,' and . there are 
enough games, quizzes, puzzles and 
Stories to keep evfen the most wond- 
weary teenager Interested. .The work- 
books too olfer more than the usual 
bland grammar exercises. There are 
word squares, labelling and forpa- 
lllllng exorcises, dialogue nnd letter 
writing tasks, all Qf which arc enjoy- 
able in themselves and provide much 
needed writing practice, ;

In the book edited by Bernard Spol- 
sky. Christina Bratt Paulston, quoting 
from the educationist and ethnog- 
rapher Shirley Brice Heath’s study of 
language policy decisions in Mexico, 
writes: . . ... 

“Language decisions are primarily 
made on political and economic 
grounds and reflect the value of 
those in political power. Linguistic 
issues per se are of minor concern.” 
This quote, brief as it is, reflects both 
ends of the broad spectrum of issues 
concerned with first and second lan- 
guage acquisition and development. It 
also serves to underline the major 
differences between these recent con- 
tributions to the excellent series Multi- 
lingual Matters. I found the very 
narrow linguistic focus of Birgit Har- 
ley's study increasingly hard to come to 
terms witn when set against the broad 
sweep of issues raised by the Spolsky 
book. 

Harley's small-scale empirical study 
(two groups of twelve students plus

two control groups of native speakers) 
was undertaken to ascertain what 
effect age has on learning on L2 - in 
this case French by children from an 
English mother tongue background in 
one of the immersion programmes in 
Ontario, Canada. She begins by giving 
a brief but useful survey of the major, 
conflicting hypotheses to date con- 
cerning the relationship of age to L 2 
acquisition. This Is followed l>y brief 
descriptions of some of the different 
empirical studies already undertaken. 

One explicit aim was to determine 
whether there are any differences in L2 
acquisition associated with particular 
starting ages: Harley concludes that in 
some areas the older students had the 
advantage while in others it was the 
younger pupils who showed greater 
proficiency. Overall 1 was dis- 
appointed that the study did not prove 
more conclusive than past studies: 
indeed the general conclusion seems to 
suggest that her own study mirrors the 
existing contradictions of the latter. 

Although one should beware of 
criticizing a book for not achieving 
something it did not set out to do, my 
main reservation about this book docs 
lie in its omissions rather than its 
narrow linguistic focus as such (the

The contributors to ihc Spolsky 
book - many eminent in their own 
fields of linguistics, education, 
ethnography, psychology - present a 
totally different worla. The crucial 
issue is the processes by which target 
languages emerge to become the ones 
offerea, taught and used os a national 
language, especially when these are so 
very different from the languages 
spoken by children and adults at home 
in their communities. 

Wc arc offered perceptive analyses 
of decisions about language policy- 
making in post-colonial Africa; the 
complexity of the linguistic situation in 
Russia ana the tensions between Rus- 
sian and national languages; the lan- 
guage revival in Irelnnd; tnc Maoris in 
New Zealand, and general Issues to do 
with ethnicity, nationalism and lan- 
guage rights and choices. The under- 
lying concerns of the book arc not 
really linguistic or even educational 
but ,r arc at the heart of the definition of 
the values of a society".

Although considerably less daunting 
than it was when it started three years 
ago, the Cambridge First Certificate 
Listening Test still presents a challenge 
to publishers, authors and teachers, 
not to mention the unfortunate candi- 
dates. How do the new preparation 
materials shape up? In all the courses 
under review ‘authenticity” is the buzz 
word, an ELT term which, like beauty, 
is strictly subjective. Only listening to 
the cassettes can settle the matter and 
either out of moral cowardice or 
directorial parsimony only one of the 
publishers (Hodder and Stoughton) 
felt it worthwhile attaching a cassette 
to their listening course Tor review. 
Another (Bell and Hyman) 1 was able 
to scrounge from a colleague. The rest 
are judged on the quality of the 
tapescripts - not a reliable guide. 

Heinemann have an honourable 
tradition of producing workmanlike 
practice books to prepare for the First 
Certificate and Proficiency exams, and 
Listen In, Speak Out is no exception. 
Hie title signifies that it contains 
material suitable for Paper 4 (listen- 
ing) and Paper 5 (the oral). Hie 25 
units are intended to cover a year’s 
work and each contains two listening 
passages broadly covering the diffe- 
rent kinds of listening tasks set in the 
Firsr Certificate Exam. The third part 
of each unit contains a speaking task 
based either on a photo for discussion , 
a passage for reading aloud or a 
situation for pair or group work: The 
teacher’s book contains ail the stu- 
dent's material plus tapescripts and 
answer key, and the instructions sug- 
gest the teacher uses each listening 
passage according to exam rules before 
going into it for more detailed work. 
The Important things to remember 
about this course are, first, that it does 
not claim to take the student into the 
exam and, second, that the material is 
graded, not structurally, but in terms 
of difficulty of comprehension. The 
course is specifically sold as pre-Fhst 
Certificate and is intended for students 
the year before they start their exam 
nm-up. 

Kathy Gude's First Certificate 
Listening Skills manages to combine 
the.leacniiig of listening with examina- 
tion training. Each of the 15 units 
contains three listening passages (as in 
FCE Paper 4) but, as well' as setting 
exam-like comprehension tasks, she 
includes pre-listenirtg discussion ques- 
tions, preparation for possible difficult 
vocabulary and distinguishes between 
listening for ''glst ,r activltie8;and listen- 
ing for specific information.

Backwash effects 


T ests and examinations in EFL 
exert a “backwash’’ effect on 
leaching which either can be 
positive (in the sense of provid- 
ing tangible goals for the student or 
valuable diagnostic tools for the 
teacher) or throw a dark shadow over 
what snould otherwise be non-thre- 
atening, communicative and fun. The 
latter case is compounded when there 
is a recognized qualification at stake, 
fhe acquisition of which is seen as the 
only valid outcome of a long course. 

Testing and teaching should ideally 
provide useful feedback on each other, 
yet many teachers regard tests as 
time-consuming, authoritarian intru- 
sions into the classroom, and testing 
per se as an arcane specialist field, 
replete with technical terminology and 
complex statistical procedures. In 
other words, teachers sometimes feel 
that test design is beyond them. Accor- 
dingly, the development skills they 
niignt use in, for example, adapting or 
supplementing coursebooks are not 
brought to bear when tests arc re- 
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across huge student populations. 

To some extent, this insecurity is 
probably unwarranted. Testing 
theoreticians themselves are uncertain 
about such basic matters as the nature 
of linguistic skills (tantalizingly sub- 
sumed under the label General Lan- 
guage Proficiency) and the best ways 
of assessing them. The multitude of 
various test types used throughout the 
EFL world snow how extensive these 
grey areas arc. 

Testing has, of course, gone through 
periods of change, from a concern for 
atomistic, discrete points of grammar, 
vocabulary or syntax to a more com- 
municative ethos wherein students are 
asked to perform tasks more closely 
approximating productive language 
use. Developments still lag behind 
shifts in teaching methodology, 
however, particularly in the case of 

f iublic examinations, where change is 
css easily effected, portly because 


spite the fact that these are notoriously 
difficult to design and validate (if easy 
to mark). They are used by examina- 
tion boards precisely because they can 
be correctly Bpplied and monitored 


boards have not alwaysbeen accessible 
for indeed sympathetic) to teacher 
feedback. Yet there arc signs of move- 
ment, and today teachers nave a wide 
range of EFL qualifications for which 
they can prepare their students and 
which may in turn inspire (heir own 
testing efforts. 

The Royal Society of Arts’ “Com- 


municative Use of English" examina- 
tions, for instance, are explicitly aimed 
at having a non-intimidating “human 
face". Tne Cambridge First Certificate 
and Proficiency papers have become 
more authentic, keeping in tune with 
today's activity-based classroom. Hie 
Pitman Examinations Institute also 
recognize differing needs and prefer- 
ences by offering ‘‘L" (accuracy based) 
and “C" (communicatively-oriented) 
versions or their EFL examinations. 

Examinations are thus becoming 
more fun to prepare for. Teachers also 
have access lo a wider range of “how 
to” testing handbooks, as well as 
coursebooks aimed at preparing candi- 
dates for particular examinations. The 
boards are providing support through 
fuller information, and new testing 
journals have been introduced. 

At the same time, the English 
Speaking Union is sponsoring pilot 
research which will attempt to define a 
yardstick whereby public EFL ex- 
aminations may be meaningfully com- 
pared with one another. This might 
also yield better information about 
what evaluative methods seem to work 
best. Meanwhile, in the ciossmom, a 
few textbooks now include integrated 
tests which complement the linguistic 
content, and the hard-pressed tcaclicr 
is thereby not saddled, as is usually the 
case, with having to undertake this 
vital design work unaided.

Each of the 10 units com- 
prises four sections, and deals with 
such traditional business English' 
themes as “Negotiations mfd sales".

Financial English, a 45-hour, 12/unit 
course purportedly for people who 
"already have some knowledge of the 
basic structures of English’', has much 
to recommend it, not least an impress- 
ive black and gold case containing the 
coursebook and cassettes, authentic 
excerpts from The Economist and the 
BBC s International Money Program- 
me, varied exercise types and a stimu- 
lating mixture of topic-based, gram- 
matical and functional elements which 
caters well for a spectrum of learner 
preferences. A unit such as the one on 


all the linguistic items and supporting 
tasks actually cohere, and one is led to 
ask whether the texts were chosen with 
reference to particular language items 
deduced by a Needs Analysis, or 
whether the language work was merely 
generated to suit passages selected 
merely for topic validity. The tasks
